To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the

Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District 
of  New  Mills  for  the  year  1965 . 

The  incidence  rates  of  infectious  diseases  were  well  below 
those  for  other  years  particularly  during  the  last  quarter  when 
no  notifications  were  received. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  was 
120  more  than  in  1964.  The  death  and  infant  mortality  rates 
increased  and  the  birth  and  stillbirth  rates  decreased.  Dor 
the  last  two  years  deaths  under  one  year  have  been  much  higher 
than  the  national  average.  A  regrettable  feature  was  the  rise 
in  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  from  6.86  in  1964  to 
10.897  in  1965.' 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  were  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  59  cases,  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  with  23  cancer  with  17.  The  three  groups 
accounted  for  71.22  per  cent  of  the  total  number.  The  average 
ao'e  at  death  was  70.2  years  for  women  and  64.63  years  for  men; 

68.06  per  cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  65  years  and  over  age- 
group  and  38.19  per  cent  in  those  aged  75  or  more  years. 

In  the  field  of  housing  good  progress  was  made  with  re¬ 
development  on  the  Highfield  Estate  where  a  further  sixteen 
prefabricated  dwellings  were  demolished  and  are  being  replaced 
by  Kenkast  bungalow’s.  In  addition  eight  Kenkast  bungalows 
were  completed  on  Jubilee  Street  and  are  now/  occupied. 

After  a  period  of  three  years  the  Council  reconsidered 
the  high  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  this  country  and  the 
value  of  fluoridation  of  the  water  supply  to  future  generations, 
adults  as  v;ell_as  children.  It  was  again  agreed  that  the 
Stockport  and  District  Water  Board  should  be  requested  to  correct 
the  deficiency  of  fluoride  which  exists  in  the  w/ater  supply. 

This  is  an  effective  and  economic  preventive  health  measure  in 
the  fight  against  dental  decay. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  tuberculosis  in  animals  is 
no  longer  a  significant  public  health  problem  in  New  Mills.  Dor  the 
second  year  in  succession  no  evidence  of  the  disease  was  found 
in  cattle  and  sheep  carcases  in  the  local  slaughterhouses.  One 
pig  was  affected  by  the  avian  type.  The  dramatic  fall  in 
incidence  during  recent  years  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
tuberculosis  eradication  scheme  . 
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From  the  1st  October,  1965?  a  nev;  special  designation 
'"Ultra  Heat  Treated"  has  been  prescribed  for  milk  which  has 
been  processed  by  the  ultraQhigh  tempera tive  method,  i.e. 
heated  to  not  less  than  270  F.  for  not  less  than  one  second. 

If  packed  under  sterile  conditions  it  can  be  kept  for  many 
months  with  safety.  The  retail  dairy  trade  could  benefit 
from  this  latest  development  since  it  would  enable  deliveries 
to  be  made  at  less  frequent  intervals . 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  chairman,  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the  Urban  District 
and  my  Staff  for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  working  of 
the  Health  Department  throughout  1965.

In  1894  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Key;  Mills  succeeded 
the  Local  Board  or  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  which  had  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  District  since  1875.  Newtown,  formerly  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Disley  in  Cheshire,  was  added  in  1876. 


Hey;  Mills  is  situated  in  north-west  Derbyshire,  its  western 
border  forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  Derbyshire  and  Cheshire. 
The  town  has  many  and  varied  interests  and  is  a  centre  for  the 
textile  printing  trade.  Textile  engraving,  bleaching  and  dyeing 
give  employment  to  two-fifths  of  the  population. 


Papermaking ,  confectionery,  metal  working,  stone  quarrying 
and  light  engineering  are  other  industries  of  the  scattered 
township. 


The  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  relating  to  the  employment  position 
in  the  Hew  Mills  Employment  Exchange  Area. 

The  average  number  of  wholly  unemployed  during:  1965  was  51 
(38  men  &  13  women),  the  highest  figure  being  63  (40  men  &  23 
women)  in  January,  and  the  lowest  being  43  (35  men  &  8  women) 
in  November. 

The  January  figures  included  6  disabled  persons  of  whom  5 
were  men  and  the  November  figures  2  (1  man,  1  woman.) 

The  total  insured  population  in  June,  1964  was  6,622  (June 
1965  figures  not  yet  received.)

Comparability  Eactors • 

Area  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  births  and  deaths 
supplied  by  the  Degistrar  General  are  1.07  and  0.96  respectively 
for  1965.  Crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  these 
factors  in  order  to  make  them  comparable  with  the  rates  for  other 
areas.  The  adjustment  is  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in 
the_  sex-age  constitution  of  the  population  of  the  area  from  that 
of  England  and  Yales  as  a  whole.  Eactors  are  based  on  the  1961 
census  figures. 

Since  1956  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have 
been  adjusted  specifically  to  make  allowance  for  the  higher  death 
rate  in  the  institutional  section  of  the  population  end  in  1958 
the  birth  rate  ares,  comparability  factor  was  similarly  adjusted

to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  population  in  instit¬ 
utions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient. 


Erom  1st  January,  1958,  the  Degistrar  General  has  made  further 
modification  in  the  procedure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  occurring 
in  institutions.  According  to  the  new  system  of  allocation,  a  death 
in  a  chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to  the  area 
of  occurence  only  if  the  deceased  had  been  there  for  6  months  or 
more.  If  the  deceased  had  been  there  less  than  6  months  the  death

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Section  47. 

Powers  are  given  under  this  section  for  the  removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The 
revised  procedure  which  is  incorporated  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  enables  the  Local  Authority 
to  secure  the  removal  of  such  persons  without  delay,  provided 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  Medical 
Practitioner  apply  to  a  court  or  a  single  justice  for  an  order. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  give  seven  days’  notice  to  the  head  of  the 
hospital  or  institution,  a  letter  from  such  head  that  the  case 
will  be  accepted  by  him  being  sufficie nt  evidence .  An  order  made 
in  this  way  has  effect  for  three  weeks  only,  and  applications  for 
renewals  of  the  order  for  periods  of  three  months  have  to  follow 
the  procedure  laid  down  in  the  1948  Act. 

In  1965  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  section  47. 

Section  50, 

Under  this  section,  as  from  July  5th,  1948,  the  Council 
became  responsible  for  t he  burial  or  cremation  of  any  persons 
dying  in  the  district  where  no  suitable  arrangements  would 
otherwise  be  made.

A TER  SUPPLY 


The  Stockport  and  Li-strict  Water  Board  has  been  the  water 
undertaking  authority  for  the  area  since  April  1962.  The  water 
which  is  drawn  from  moorland  sources  is  stored  in  Kinder 
Reservoir.  Before  distribution  it  is  treated  with  hydrated  lime 
and  alum,  filtered  through  rapid  sand  filters,  neutralized  by 
the  further  addition  of  hydrated  lime  to  counteract  any  plumb o- 
solvent  effect,  and  finally  chlorinated.  Frequent  tests  are  made 
daily  for  pH  and  residual  chlorine.  After  purification,  the 
water  enters  the  aqueduct  which  passes  through  the  district  along 
the  route  of  A. 6015  and  supplies  a  covered  service  reservoir 
from  which  it  is  fed  into  the  town’s  mains. 


During  the  year  thirty  houses  were  connected  to  the  town's 
supply. 

Apart  from  the  danger  of  drinking  polluted  water,  the 
presence  of  harmful  bacteria  in  water  used  on  dairy  farms  is 
undesirable,  as  they  may  reduce  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  through 
contamination  of  the  utensils.  Satisfactory  hygenic  conditions 
can  only  be  maintained  where  there  is  a  wholesome  water  supply. 

Some  outlying  farms  have  private  s applies .  These  are 
potential  sources  of  pollution  during  the  manufacture  of  dairy 
produce .

For  the  sixteenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified  in  the  Urban  District  and  there  has  not  been  a 
death  from  the  disease  since  1937.  Although  environmental  and 
social  conditions  affect  the  incidence  of  disease,  there  is 
little  doubt  that  active  immunization  has  been  the  chief  factor 
in  the  prevention  of  diphtheria.

The  diphtheria  proply lactic  is,  with  few  exceptions,  given 
combined  with  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  antigens  in  order  to 
reduce  the  number  of  injections. 


A  total  of  six  cases  was  notified.  A  measles  vaccine 
for  general  use  has  not  yet  been  approved  but  investigations 
are  continuing  to  determine  the  degree  and  duration  of  protec¬ 
tion  afforded  by  killed,  attenuated  and  live  vaccines  produced 
in  this  country.  Significant  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is 
hoped  that  future  development  will  reduce  still  further  the 
post-vaccinal  reaction  rate. 

SCARLET  ELVER. 

Scarlet  fever  is  no w  a  very  mild  disease  e.nd  complications 
are  rare.  One  case  was  reported. 

WHOOPING-  COUGH. 


No  cases  were  notified. 


P011 0NTYE1IT  IS . 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  people  protected 
against  poliomyelitis  in  1965.  The  Clinic®-  Staff  administered 
1,951  doses  of  Sabin  vaccine,  most  of  it  in  September  and  October 
when  there  was  an  urgent  demand  for  vaccination  following  a  case 
of  poliomyelitis  in  an  adjoining  countjr.  Several  hundred  doses 
were  also  given  by  some  of  the  general  practitioners .

PARATYPHOID  fever. 

A  New  Mills  resident  who  spent  a  holiday  in  a  seaside  town 
from  24th  to  31st  July,  1965,  was  taken  ill  with  gastro-enteritis 
on  28th  July,  1965.  On  August  11th  1965,  a  report  from  the 
Medial*  Officer  of  Health  of  the  holiday  resort  stated  that  a 
number  of  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  had  occurred  in  that  area. 
The  patient  was  at  once  investigated  for  paratyphoid  B 
infection  and  found  to  be  a  carrier.  The  cases  were  associated 
with  a  supply  of  unpasteurized  milk  distributed  to  250  different 
establishments  from  a  farm  some  miles  outside  the  seaside  town. 
The  infection  was  detected  in  at  least  one  cow  and  seven  out 
of  eight  farm  hands.  It  is  surprising  that  so  many  members  of 
the  public  today  prefer  to  buy  raw  milk  rather  than  the  safer 
pasteurized  grade. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA . 

Puerperal  pyrexia  is  defined  a  s  any  "febrile  cgndition 
occurring  in  a  woman  in  whom  a  temperature  of  100.4  P  or  more 
has  occurred  within  14  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage." 
There  were  no  notifications . 

NCN-NOT IPIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE#. 

Information  with  regard  to  non-notifiable  infectious 
dis  eas  is  obtained  from  t  he  death  returns,  and  from  head 
teachers  who  are  required  to  notify  absences  from  school  due 
to  any  infectious  disease.  Three  cases  were  reported  from 
primary  schools,  one  of  measles  and  two  of  chickenpox. 

The  occurrence  of  a  widespread  epidemic  such  as  influenza 
is  confirmed  by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance.  The  local  office*'  of  the  Ministry 
informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  area  when  new 
sickness  benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  increase  of 
30 c/o  over  those  for  the  proceeding  week  or  reach  2 5 05=  of  the 
average  weekly  number  of  claims  for  thepreceding  eight  months 
April  to  November. 

There  was  no  marked  rise  in  the  intake  of  new  claims  during 

1965  .

TUBERCULOSIS  REGUIATIONS  . 


Ho  action  was  necessary  in  1965  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis;  Regulations,  1952,  which 
prohibit  persons  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  from 
employment  in  dairy  premises. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  (Section  41),  and  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council  Act,  1954  (Section  135),  provides 
for  compensation  to  be  paid. 
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INFESTATIONS  . 

Children  infested  with  heed  lice  are  disinfested  by  means 
of  a  D.D.T.  Preparation.  The  incidence  of  infestr-tion  found 
during  cleanliness  surveys  in  the  schools  decreased  from  6.33 
per  cent  in  1964  to  3  per  cent  in  1965.  Benzyl  Benzoate 
Emulsion  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  which  is  now  rare. 
No  cases  were  encountered  at  the  Clinic  during  1965.
